The summary of the pre-

a coconspirator, but there was 
no grand jury recommenda- 
tion that he be indicted. 

Beall, like his predecessor, 
Stephen H. Sachs, who left of- T . 
fice May 31, had recommended,, 
to the Justice Department that 
an indictment be returned in 
the case. Both were barred by 
Mitchell from signing the in- 
dictment to give it validity. 
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
